THE  Regina,  the  Capital  City  of  the  great  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  has  practically  no  mark')! 

MARKET  or  truck  gardens  in  the  vicinity  furnishing  her  with  garden  produce.  A  population  of 
50,000  people  depend  chiefly  upon  iniportation  for  their  supply  of  vegetables.  Indeed,  thous- 
ands of  farmers  in  the  Province  do  not  grow  their  owa  vegetables.  Foolish  and  extravagant  as  this  is.  It  is 
none  the  less  true.  Wheat  has  proven  so  profitable  that  these  farmers  would  rather  buy  than  grow  their 
garden  truck.  There  are  already  two  markets  in  Regina,  a  municipal  and  a  sanitary  market,  and  practically 
everything  In  the  vegetable  line  Is  Imported. 

THE  The  result  of  this  state  of  things  frca  the  standpoint  of  the  consumer  is  that  garden  pro 

OPPORTUNITY    duce  Is  high  priced  and  hard  to  obtain.    A  further  result  Is  that  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  producer,  or  market  gardener,  the  opportunity   is  superb  as  the  demand  Is  great  and 
the  supply  almost  nil. 

REMARKS       If  every  acre  in  the  Regina  Garden  City  was  producing  potatoes  only,  the  total  crop,  at  an 
average  of  250  bushels  to  the  acre,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  demand  of  Regina 
and    district.    Regina   Imported    114   carloads   of   potatoes  during  the  winter  months,  and  this  is  onlv  one  of 
the  different  varieties  of  vegetables  that  can  be  grown.

Bonds  are  guaranteed  for  ten  additional 
lines. 

Regina  leads  the  way  as  a  distributing  centra 
in  Western  Canada.  It  Is  the  largest  point  of  dis- 
tribution of  farm  implements  in  the  world,  busi- 
ness In  this  line  in  one  year  having  reached  a 
total  of  over  }25,000,000. 

Regina  serves  2,255  mllea  of  railway  lines,  on 
which  are  located  250  towns  and  villages.  As  a 
manufacturing  centre,  Regina  has  become  noted. 
36  factories  being  located  in  the  city.

It  it 
recognlied  as  the  best  paved  city  of  Ita  age  In 
Canada.  The  area  Inside  the  city  llmlta  Is  7,860 
acres,  of  which  267  acres  are  devoted  to  parks  and 
76  acres  to  exhibition  grounds  for  the  provincial 
and  other  fairs. 

Regina  being  the  capital  city  of  Saakatcha- 
wan,  and  the  seat  of  government,  possesBas  a 
12,600,000  parliament  building.  On  the  north  side 
of  the  lake  Is  located  VVascana  Park,  which  con- 
tains 47  acres.  Immediately  adjoining  the  park 
Is  the  residential  section.  To  the  south  of  the 
parliament  buildings,  a  goodly  number  of  resi- 
dences have  also  been  built. 

Regina  Is  the  educational  centre  of  the  prov- 
ince, including  among  its  educational  buildings 
the  Colleslate  Inetitute,  Regina  College,  Anglican 
College,  Ladles'  Anglican  College,  Normal  School, 
fifteen  public  schools,  three  separate  schools  and 
a  number  of  business  colleges.  Several  denomi- 
national colleges  are  proposed. 

Regina  is  a  city  of  splendid  churches  and 
beautiful  homes,  as  the  accompanying  Illustra- 
tions will  show. 

Regina  is  a  city  of  municipal  ownership,  the 
power  and  light  plant,  the  street  railway  and 
waterworks  all  being  owned  by  the  city. 

Regina's  population  is  estimated  at  50  000 
having  grown  from  4.000  in  1904.  Since  1909*  the 
city  has  grown  from  12.00(1  to  Its  present  size. 
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
